statuary of the Katchadourian collection, as indeed from all 

works of this nature, renders any thought of their being even 
momentarily involved in a chaotic human activity such as a war strange 
and remote. Or is it because of an inner yearning for peace that we 
ascribe to man’s ageless creations this characteristic immunity from 
his own cruelty? Has not history recorded incidents of barbaric muti- 
lation which works of art in antiquity have suffered at the hands of 
man? 

Time, that life blood of works of art of old, had foreordained that 
the statuary and miniatures of the Katchadourian collection should be 
involved in the current holocaust; or else at this very moment they 
would most probably be enjoying the repose and calm they love so 
well. If events had not altered Sarkis Katchadourian’s plans, his col- 
lection would now have been in the Musée Guimet in Paris, for it was 
destined to be housed in that world-famous institution. The artist 
states: ‘Because of the various exhibitions of my Persian and Indian 
frescoes held in the Musée Guimet, the large purchases made and the 
personal contracts established, I had come to feel that it was to be the 
home for my collection of Indian statues and miniatures.” 

Consideration of changed circumstances and the frustration of a 
plan dear to his heart has prompted his decision to dispose of the col- 
lection. Years of painstaking care and love have gone into the assem- 
bling of it and just as many years of enjoyment have derived from 
it, rendering it a part of his life.’ We may speculate whether the 
artist, eminently well equipped as he was, both temperamentally and 
technically, for his epic work of nearly five years of mural painting in 
India, must not have had provided for him by these works that all- 
important mental and spiritual atmosphere so conducive to a successful 
completion of his labor. 

As the French proverb says, Le malheur des uns fait le bonheur 
des autres. I only hope that the lovers of Indian and Indonesian Art 
will not fail to recognize the good opportunity provided by this sale, 
the most important that has ever been held here in this particular field.

If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously.
